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Residence Students Cut Off 
from the internet 

Students Begin Looking at Outside Sources for their Surfing Options

So many students remember 
back when they could log onto their 
own computer and have the internet 
pop up on the screen in mere seconds. 
Downloading was a breeze and there 
was no wait to read that email from 
an old friend or a family member left 
back home in September. Well, those 
days are long gone and students of 
Laurentian University, especially 
those living in residence, are fed up. 

As per residence package that 
students purchase when living on 
campus, part of their fees goes 
towards access to the internet in their 
rooms. No matter if they are living 
in a single, double or any other style 
room, there is a hook-up for every 
student who pays their fees. Usually 
students will have their computer up 
and running before they even unpack 
their stereo system and food rations 
for the year. 

To the surprise of many 
students who arrived in residence this 
year, they still paid the same amount 
for internet access, but instead of the 
super-fast T3 connection they were 
used to, the internet now moved at 
the pace of dial-up gone wrong. 

"I have to log into my 
Hotmail account, then walk away for 
about ten minutes before my inbox 
ever even comes up," one student 
told Lambda. "Sometimes its just 
faster to walk over to a computer lab 
in the school to check my mail then 
even try to retrieve it in my room." 

This is where the students 
have become confused. The fees for 
internet access is the same, yet it is 
on a completely different server that 
gets so backed up that no one can use 
it. Students were never warned of 
this change when they moved back 
on-campus this year and many feel 
they were tricked. An upper- year 
University College student told us, 
"Rez office claims they can do what 
they want with the internet. We can't 
just expect perfect internet every 
time." 

But isn't that what students 



should have access to on campus? 

The answer to that question is 
somewhat cloudy as most people 
would say that yes, students should 
have access to the internet at any time 
they want, but there still has to be 
some sort of limit or even a policing 
measure put on that use. 

About one year ago one 
computer in residence was clocked 
at downloading over 70 gigabytes of 
information a 21 hour period. This 
was obviously a person downloading 
a massive amount of information, 
presumably MP3 format songs or 
even movies. 

In years past you could walk 
by almost any room in residence and 
find people downloading their 
favorite songs, movies, television 
clips or even their favorite porn at any 
time of the day or night. Since 
hooked up to the school server many 
computers could be left downloading 
for hours and hours without the 
student even being present. 

"I should be able to download 
any music I want. It's called freedom 
of the internet and Laurentian should 
know that." 

But should a student be able 
to download anything they want for 
as long as they want? This was part 
of the problem for the last few years 
for the rest of the campus. Many of 
the computers that were being used 
for administrative purposes, 
including those in Lambda, were 
being slowed down drastically by the 
heavy traffic in residence. The speed 
that students are currently 
experiencing in residence is the speed 
the rest of the school was getting last 
year. 

Lambda suffered last year due 
to this as the paper was not able to 
upload information or download 
stories from writers since there was 
no access to the internet or email 
without waiting for hours. Many of 
the stories and letters emailed to us 
were either retrieved in residence by 
editors or all internet work was done 
off-campus on the Editor-in-Chief's 
computer at home, which was faster

even though only on dial-up. 

Now the tables have been 
turned and the residence students are 
suffering for it. Many claim they 
cannot download any information for 
reports, projects or any other type of 
school work that needs to be done 
online, but many others have already 
been banned from the system for mis- 
use of the internet. 

This past summer computer 
services put a block on downloading 
services like Limewire, Kazaa and 
Morpheus as they were some of the 
most highly accessed websites by 
Laurentian students. This is not 
something new as schools like the 
University of Western Ontario 
blocked Napster from their on- 
campus internet service years ago 
when it became a problem. 

Laurentian students have 
already been kicked off their server 
without a warning, only to be told by 
those in computer services that they 
have been banned due to excessive 
downloads. The only problem is 
most students have not been told how 
long they are banned for or if they 
will ever get their access again. 

From what Lambda could 
find out, since no one return our calls, 
the banning from the internet is a new 
thing and is not a part of the residence 
agreement that the students signed at 
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the beginning of the year. 

Students have asked if there 
is an easier way for Laurentian to 
handle this problem and they have 
basically been told that this is the 
only way. Of course, if you look at 
other schools and their internet 
policies, it's obvious that 
Laurentian 's policy is only a quick 
fix. 

At the University of Guelph 
students are given a certain amount 
of information they can download in 
a week's time. If the student goes 
over that amount, then they are 
kicked off until the following 
Monday. Some students still use it 
to the maximum and suffer the rest 
of the week without internet, but most 
have learned to adapt and not overuse 
their privilege. The system is simple 
and it works. If you use if too much 
then you have to wait, but there are 
no bans from the internet until further 
notice. Students know the policy, 
they know the repercussions and they 
choose whether or not to follow the 
guidelines. 

The main complaint from 
students is the fact that they are 
paying for the internet and they are 
not getting their money's worth. 
Some students have even asked about 
opting out of those fees, but so far 
the school will not allow it. Opting 
out should be a simple idea as the 
school could just turn off the internet 
access to the rooms that decide to not 
use it, but as of right now, they will 
not turn your access off until you 
overuse it. 

So how can a student get the 
internet back up and running in 
residence? A few have already opted 
for the dreaded 'dial-up' service from 
Bell Canada. Since the rooms are 
equipped with phone jacks, a splitter 
can be purchased and dial-up can be 
connected. 

The few students that Lambda 
have talked to about their choice to 
go dial-up have looked into high- 




speed internet and cable inl;prnet but 
since the rooms are not hooked up to 
cable (in most residences) and since 
Laurentian is too far out of range for 
most high-speed services, dial-up is 
the only choice. 

'T hate dial-up but at least it's 
faster than the school server,'' we 
were told. "I had to hook up to 
something. The school computer 
labs are jammed with people in the 
same boat as me and I need to get 
some work done. If I have to pay a 
little extra for proper service, I guess 
I have to." 

But why should students have 
to shell out more money for the 
internet when they are already paying * 
for it? One student began thinking 
about the same question and came up 
with a solution that he feels could j^ 
work out for students. * 

"I've contacted a lawyer 
about this," the un-named student 
told us. "If the school can't provide 
proper service for something that the 
students have to pay for, then they 
should have to pay it back." The 
student did not want their name 
published as they have not yet 
contacted the school with legal 
action, but is strongly considering it. 

"There are so many fees that 
we have to pay around here already. . 
They don't need to blatantly screw 
us like they are now with the internet 
service!" 

There doesn't seem to be any 
end in sight for this problem. 
Administration passes the buck from 
one department to anotJier and no one 
seems to have a definitive answer as 
to why residence students have to be 
penalized like this. 

Most people within 
Laurentian wouldn't comment to us 
on the record, but a source inside 
Laurentian University's 

administration told Lambda that 
"Laurentian just turns a blind eye to 
things like this. The students can 
complain all they want, but it won't 
make a difference. It's been going 
on here for years and it will continue 
to go on until someone, or something 
really comers them. But of course 
you have to catch them between 
breaks and before they leave for the 
day." 

It's funny that even within 
the administrative blockade here at 
Laurentian, there are some that do see 
what the school is doing to the 
students for a little extra money and 
tuition. 

So as of right now, residence 
students are suffering through 
internet service that seems to only 
work once in a while. Strangly 
enough, the internet now seems to 
work at the same rate as much of 
administration does.

Award-Winning Sports Journalist to Visit

Laura Robinson, journalist, author, and former national-level 
cyclist and nordic skier, will present a public lecture entitled ^'Confronting 
the Nightmares of the Past: The Story of Ten Indigenous Runners, on 
Monday, January 13, at 7:30 p.m., in Laurentian University's Governors' 
Lounge, 11th floor of the R.D. Parker Building. Admission is free and 
everyone is invited. 

During her stay on the Laurentian campus, from January 12 to 
14, Ms. Robinson will also meet students in human kinetics, english, 
theatre arts, Native studies, sport psychology, women's studies 
communications and in the Interdisciplinary M.A. program. One of 
Canada's most respected and forward-thinking sports writers, she is the 
author of Black Tights: Women, Sport and Sexuality (Harper Collins, 
2002) and Crossing the Line: Violence and Sexual Assault in Canada's 
National Sport (1997), and she is a regular contributor to The Globe 
and Mail, Explore, and Chatelaine. 

In addition, Laura Robinson has had her play FrontRunners 
produced in Winnipeg in 2002. This play retells the true story of the 
young Native runners from a Manitoba residential school who were 
chosen to carry the torch from St. Paul, Minnesota, for the Pan-Am 
Games in 1967, Upon reaching the stadium in Winnipeg, the Native 
runners were prevented from carrying the torch inside. 

Ms. Robinson's talk will describe the involvement of Canada's 
Indigenous peoples in sport, in the present and in the past. The lecture 
will also address the history of aboriginal sport, the particular story of 
FrontRunners, and some of the achievements and challenges of Canada's 
Indigenous Games. It will be of interest to the general public and to 
students because it will treat issues pertinent to Native studies, literature, 
media, conrmiunications, theatre and sports. 

Laura Robinson has recently lectured at Trinity College, Dublin, 
and the Universities of Brighton and Sheffield-Hallom. At "Play the 
Game: The Third Conference for Media Professionals in a Globalized 
Sport World," held in Copenhagen in November 2002, she won the Best 
Article award for a piece on the six years she spent investigating sexual 
abuse in hockey.

With the help of $3 million 
in funding from the Social Sciences 
and Humanities Research Council, 
Dr. Derek Wilkinson, sociology 
professor at Laurentian University, 
and 14 other researchers are joining 
with rural people and policy makers 
to examine the changes taking place 
in rural Canada. The team is also 
seeking to build the capacity of rural 
Canadians to organize their assets 
and resources to thrive in the new 
economy. 

This project, entitled 
"Building Rural Capacity in the New 
Economy," will pursue four themes 
relevant to rural communities: 
communications, environment, 
services, and governance. This 
initiative follows an earlier five-year 
study entitled ''Understanding the 
New Rural Economy: Options and 
Choices." This earlier project 
collected and analyzed information 
on the economic, social, political, and 
cultural changes experience by 
people living in rural and remote 
communities. To date, 32 sites were 
selected, including Seguin Township, 
south of Parry Sound, Ontario, and 
Pic Mobert South in Northwestern 
Ontario. 




In 20 
of these sites, 
including 
Seguin 
Township, 
qualitative 
surveys were 
conducted 
with key 

informants, 
business 
leaders, 
volunteers, 
public officials 
and politicians. 
In the summer 
of 2001, a 
lengthy 

quantitative interviews with 
individuals from 1995 households in 
these sites were conducted. 

The second phase of the 
research project will include an 
education component. Rural citizens 
will learn how to conduct research, 
interpret the results, and take 
appropriate action. Policy makers 
will benefit from scientifically 
collected and analyzed data to inform 
and direct their decisions.

Different Casualties of War

As the U.S. continues to 
threaten and prepare for war, by 
moving troops and through military 
exercises, I feel it is important to not 
only consider the potential impact the 
war would have on the people of Iraq, 
but also the impact of military 
preparations in other regions closer 
to home. 

After a month-long visit in 
2000 to the island of Vieques, a small 
island off the Eastern coast of Puerto 
Rico, some strong images of the 
impact of military training and 
exercises on a local community are 
still with me. Vieques has, since the 
1960s, been used for weapons tests 
and maneuver training for the U.S. 
Navy and allies, including Canada. 
Over two-thirds of the island, once 
fertile agricultural land, was 
confiscated from the local 
community to serve the interests of 
the US Navy. The result of over 40 



years of bombing is a desert- like 
moonscape with little vegetation, 
littered with debris from unexploded 
shells and bombs and abandoned 
equipment now used as targets. Last 
year the U.S. government admitted 
to using depleted uranium in its 
weapon tests in the 1960s, leaving the 
landscape not only desolate, but also 
radioactive. 

The population on Vieques 
has resisted the bombing of the island 
for years, with increased pressure on 
the US government since 1999, after 
the death of a civilian working within 
the bombing area. There are few 
employment opportunities on the 
remaining land for the 9000 
inhabitants, and the community has 
seen increases in cancer rates, 
possibly connected to the 
contamination of the land, water and 
air. In addition, the bombings on the 
island have psychological impacts as 
I saw in an exhibit of children's 
artwork from Vieques. Their pictures 



depicted bombs dropping and people 
running and crying. It is also 
interesting that 10% of the land in 
Puerto Rico is owned by the various 
incarnations of the U.S. military, and 
that youth in Puerto Rican schools are 
among the highest numbers of 
military recruits for the U.S. 

The U.S. has made a promise 
to stop using the island of Vieques 
for weapons testing and maneuver 
practice this year, but with the 
impending war has not made moves 
that look like the promise will be 
fulfilled. As Bush and the media 
continue to praise the heroes they are 
sending to war, I will be 
remembering the people whose backs 
have been stepped on continuously 
to get the military there, in Vieques 
and other places, such as Labrador, 
Japan and Hawaii. Not only is the 
war strongly entrenched in racism, 
but so is the military structure itself, 
on soil closer to home.

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Flu Surpasses AIDS 
As Killer in U.S.

CHICAGO - Influenza has surpassed AIDS as a lethal killer and 
contributes to an average 36,000 annual U.S. deaths, largely because of 
a vulnerable aging population for whom the vaccine is often ineffective, 
government research shows. 

The U.S. flu-related death toll surged fourfold from 16,263 in 
1976-77 to 64,684 in 1998-99, the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention reported in Wednesday's Journal of the American Medical 
Association. Those numbers average out to 16,000 more deaths yearly 
than the previous estimate of 20,000. 

Health and 
Human Services 

Secretary Tommy 
Thompson said the news 
**that influenza may be 
taking an even larger toll 
than we have realized" 
underscores the 

importance of flu shots, 
especially for older 
people. 

Drug 
breakthroughs in the 
mid- 1 990s helped reduce 
U.S. AIDS deaths from 
51,000 in 1995 to about 
15,000 in 2001. But the 
main weapon doctors 
have against flu — a 
vaccine — has proven 
disappointingly 
ineffective in the most 
susceptible population: 
people 65 and older. 

Older people 
are more prone to flu 
complications yet only 
about 65 percent of them 
get vaccinated. The annual shots do not protect aging immune systems 
as well as they do younger ones. 

Annual flu shots have been recommended for people 65 and 
older since the 1960s and for those 50 and older since 2000. 

The flu death toll pales in comparison to that of the worldwide 
influenza epidemic of 1918, which killed more than 20 million people, 
including 500,000 Americans. 

But the new numbers frustrate public health experts who had 
hoped the development of flu vaccine about 40 years ago would have 
had a greater effect. 

Vaccination rates are also dismal — about 30 percent — for 
another target group, people with high-risk conditions such as diabetes 
and heart disease, said Dr. Keiji Fukuda, a CDC epidemiologist. 

Thompson noted that flu shots are free under Medicare and said 
new federal rules should help increase vaccination rates by allowing 
hospitalized Medicare patients to get flu shots without a doctor's order. 

For the study, researchers developed a new statistical model to 
create a more accurate estimate of flu deaths using national mortality 
and virus surveillance data. 

The new model shows that a more lethal virus strain has hit in 
recent years, contributing to the increase in deaths. 

But between 1976 and 1999, the number of U.S. adults 85 and 
older doubled. And the researchers found that this age group was 16 
times more likely to die of flu-related causes than people ages 65 to 69. 

Flu can progress to pneumonia and other life-threatening lung 
infections and can weaken elderly people, making them more vulnerable 
to other serious ailments, such as heart disease. 

The study also found that older people are disproportionately 
affected by another respiratory virus previously thought to be more 
common in children. 

The researchers estimate there are 11, 000 deaths annually from 
respiratory syncytial virus, which can cause severe cold-like symptoms 
and pneumonia. 

Their study confirmed that RSV is the most common cause of 
viral death in children under 5. But to researchers* surprise, the study 
found that 78 percent of RSV deaths occur in people 65 and older. 

"We've known for some time that influenza and RSV have a 
profound impact on public health," said CDC director Dr. Julie 
Gerberding. "However, these data indicate that the magnitude of the 
problem is larger than we once thought."

The entire staff eagerly 
encourages its members with friendly 
smiles and words of encouragement 
both during workouts and during 
weigh ins. 

Curves for Women also offers 
nutritional counselling based on a 
high protein, lower carbohydrate, 
low-fat diet. If a member chooses 
they may take advantage of this 
service, where they can utilize staff 
advice or obtain the handbook and 
the advice and techniques therein. 

Lebreche and her husband 
opened a Curves for Women centre 
in Valley East in August 2001, here 
in Sudbury on Lasalle Boulevard, in 
September 2002 apd they are 
currently in the process of opening a 
third location on Regent Street, 
which is due to open its doors in 
February 2003.

Obesity Cuts Life Span for Young Adults

CHICAGO - Being obese at age 20 
can cut up to 20 years off a person's 
life, with the biggest impact on black 
men, according to yet another study 
that underscores the long-term dan- 
gers of being overweight. 

The research appears in 
Wednesday's Joumai of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association (news - web 
sites) and was released a day after 
another study that said that being fat 
at 40 shortens a person's life by at 
least three years. 

The JAMA study, led by Uni- 
versity of Alabama at Birmingham 
biostatistician David Allison, found 
that life expectancy for 20-year-olds 
with a body-mass index of at least 
45 is 13 years lower for white men 
and 20 years lower for black men, 
compared with people of normal 
weight. 

Body-mass index is a height- 
to-weight ratio; 30 and above is con- 
sidered obese. A person who is 5- 
foot-4 and 262 pounds would have a 
BMI of 45 — and look like a sumo 
wrestler. But millions of Americans 
are that fat, Allison said. 

The life- shortening effects 
were found to be lower for 20-year- 
old severely obese white women 



(eight years of life lost) and black 
women (five years lost). 

Obesity increases the risk for 
several life-threatening conditions, 
including heart disease, diabetes and 
some types of cancer. Allison said 
younger people are especially vulner- 
able, in part because they have more 
years to live and more time for the 
obesity to take its toll. 

Dr. JoAnn Manson of 
Harvard's Brigham and Women's 
Hospital said the study helps empha- 
size that obesity is far worse than just 
"a cosmetic problem." 

Until this week, data attempt- 
ing to quantify the effects of obesity 
on life span were scarce. 

In Tuesday's Annals of Inter- 
nal Medicine, Dutch researchers pre- 
sented data on about 3,400 mostly 
white, middle-aged Americans. The 
researchers found that being over- 
weight at 40 is likely to reduce life 
expectancy by at least three years — 
as much, they said, as smoking ciga- 
rettes. Obese, or severely overweight 
people, lost even more years — about 
six or seven. 

The JAMA study was based 
on an analysis of nationally repre- 
sentative surveys of more than 
14,000 Americans. 



Life-shortening effects were 
less dramatic in people who were less 
obese. And there were startling ra- 
cial differences in how fat people had 
to be before life expectancy started 
to drop. 

In blacks, life expectancy was 
not shortened in obese men with 
BMIs under 3 1 and in obese women 
under 37. But in whites, reductions 
of about one year occurred in young 
people who were merely overweight 
— in men with a BMI of about 25.5 
and in women with a BMI of about 
27.5. 

BMIs between 25 and 30 are 
considered overweight; the ideal is 
between 18 and 25. 

Allison said the reasons for 
the racial differences are unclear. But 
some researchers have speculated 
that blacks may have relatively more 
lean mass, or muscle, than fat. 

A JAMA editorial said the dif- 
ferences may be due to limitations in 
the study. 

"It would be a great disserv- 
ice to blacks if these results were used 
to promulgate the concept that excess 
weight is not harmful to them," said 
Manson and Shari Bassuk of 
Brigham and Women's Hospital. 
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NowTeclinlaue nnds Most BIsiaiit Planet Ever

SEATTLE - The most distant known 
planet, a large and hot world pelted 
by iron rain and orbiting a star about 
5,000 light-years away, has been 
found with a new and promising 
search technique. 

The discovery extends 
astronomers capabilities for planet 
hunting beyond the roughly 160 
light-years of nearby space in which 
other planets had been found. The 
number of stars that can now be 
examined jumps from 40,000 to 100 
million or more, said the scientists 
involved in the discovery. 

The planet is about the size of 
Jupiter and orbits its host star every 
29 hours, closer than Mercury is to 
our Sun. It was discovered because 
it crosses in front of the star, as seen 
from Earth. Astronomers measured 
a slight dip in starlight as the planet 
transits the star. 

The effect is akin to watching 
a mosquito flying in front of a 
searchlight two hundred miles away, 
the researchers said. 

While only a small percentage 
of planets can be conveniently 
configured this way, this transit 
method shows great promise for 
finding more of them, experts say. 
Previously, all firm planet detections 
were made by the so-called wobble 
method, in which astronomers note 
slight wobbles in stars induced by the 
gravitational tug of an orbiting world. 

Astronomers from the 
Harvard-Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics announced the 
discovery here today at a meeting of 
the American Astronomical Society. 

A transit! ng-planet discovery 
had been pursued for several months 
by about 20 research groups and was 
not unexpected, though its 
occurrence is marks a milestone in

the search 
other worlds. 

"We stand 
on the threshold 
of a new era of 
exploration and 
discovery," said 
Harvard 
astronomer 
Dimitar Sasselov. 
"We have found a 
better way to 
detect new 

worlds in our 
own Milky Way 
galaxy that paves 
the way for future 
planetary 
discoveries." 

Other 
astronomers were 
excited, too. 
"The transit 
method will yield 
many detections 
in coming years," 
said Debra 

Fischer, a 

University of 
California, 
Berkeley 
astronomer and a 
member of the 
most successful 
planet hunting 
team on Earth. 
Fischer's crew, 
led by Geoffrey 
Marcy at 

Berkeley and Paul Butler of the 
Carnegie Institution of Washington, 
detects planets by the wobble 
method. 

In an interview last week, 
Fischer, who had seen the new 
results, said the two techniques 
should prove complementary. 

Fischer's wobble method, 
also known as the Doppler technique, 
works only for stars within about 160

light-years, she explained. It also 
requires huge telescopes and lengthy 
observations — equal to the time it 
takes a planet to make a complete 
orbit. The transit method, which can 
use moderate-sized telescopes, is 
limited to crowded star fields, where 
the enormous number of stars offer a 
good chance for a detection even 
though the odds are low for each star. 
The transit method's most 



important 
advantage is 
that it yields far 
more 
information 
about the 

planets it finds. 
In fact, it was 
used in 2001 to 
re-examine a 
transiting 
planet that had 
been first 

discovered by 
the wobble 
method. The 
transit 
observations 
provided the 
first 
measurements 
ever made of 
the atmosphere 
of a planet 
outside our 
solar system. 
Ultimately, 
however, nearer 
planets can be 
more 
thoroughly 
examined by 
space-based 
observatories 
planned for 
launch over the 
next decade, 
providing 
ample reason 
for other 

research groups to continue the sorts 
of searches done by Fischer and her 
colleagues. 

"The Doppler technique will 
continue to scrutinize our nearest 
neighbors," Fischer said. "These 
nearby stars offer the best chance for 
follow up with future NASA 
missions such as the Space 
Interferometry Mission or the 
Terrestrial Planet Finder." 



The new discovery was made 
possible by a separate research team, 
which last year surveyed millions of 
stars in a crowded patch of sky. The 
Optical Gravitational Lensing 
Experiment (OGLE) survey 
identified several dozen stars toward 
the center of our galaxy that appeared 
to have something moving in front 
of them. 

Importantly, the OGLE 
survey data were released to the 
public, so that any scientist could 
pursue the candidates. 

The new work sought to 
figure out which of those orbiting 
objects were stellar companions and 
which might be planets. The OGLE 
stars were examined with the 1.5- 
meter telescope at Fred L. Whipple 
Observatory in Arizona, and the 6.5- 
meter Magellan telescope at Las 
Campanas Observatory in Chile. Five 
promising candidates were then 
examined more closely using the 
HIRES instrument (High Resolution 
Echelle Spectrometer) at the Keck 
Observatory on Mauna Kea, Hawaii. 

One star, OGLE-TR-56, was 
found to have a planet, which has 
been named OGLE-TR-56b. 

Astronomers estimate the 
planet is about 2.6 times the size of 
Jupiter yet weighs slightly less, 
giving it a density similar to Saturn. 
It might have formed farther from the 
star before migrating to its current 
close orbit. 

Its atmosphere is about 3,100 
degrees Fahrenheit (2,000 Kelvin). 
Such a temperature is just right to 
form clouds of iron atoms. When it 
rains, what comes down would likely 
be microscopic droplets of iron, 
Sasselov and his colleagues said. 

The total number of known 
planets outside our solar system now 
exceeds 100, though some of these 
otherworlds require confirming 
observations. 



Jlustralla Considers Giant Solar Pomnr Towor

MELBOURNE, Australia - The 
world's tallest man-made structure 
could soon be towering over the 
Australian outback as part of a plan 
to capitalize on the global push for 
greater use of renewable energy. 

By 2006, Australian power 
company EnviroMission Ltd hopes 
to build a 3,300-foot meter) solar 
tower in southwest New South Wales 
state, a structure that would be more 
than twice the height of Malaysia's 
Petronas Towers, the world's tallest 
buildings. 

Currently, the world's tallest 
free-standing structure is the 
Canadian National Tower in Toronto 
at 1,814 feet. 

The 200 megawatt solar 
tower, which will cost $563 million 
to build, will be of a similar width to 
a football field and will stand in the 
center of a massive glass roof 
spanning 4.3 miles in diameter. 

Despite its size, the 



technology is simple — the sun heats 
air under the glass roof, which slopes 
upwards from a yard at its outer 
perimeter to 82 feet at the tower base. 

As the hot air rises, a powerful 
updraft is also created by the tower 
that allows air to be continually 
sucked through 32 turbines, which 
spin to generate power 24 hours a 
day. 

'Tnitially people told me, 
'You're a dreamer. There's no way 
anything that high can be built. 
There's no way it can work,"' 
EnviroMission chief executive 
officer Roger Davey told Reuters. 

"But now we have got to the 
point where it's not if it can be built, 
but when it can be built." 

EnviroMission hopes to begin 
construction on the solar tower before 
the end of the year and be generating 
er^ough electricity to supply 200,000 
homes around the beginning of 2006. 

The company also hopes the 
project will save more than 700,000 
tons of greenhouse gases a year that 



might otherwise have been emitted 
through coal or oil-fired power 
stations. 

The company has signed 
agreements with Australian-listed 
Leighton Holdings Ltd and U.S.- 
listed Energen Corp to determine the 
commercial feasibility of the solar 
tower, which Time Magazine 
recently voted among the best 
inventions of the year. 

NATIONAL SIGNIFICANCE 

The tower has received the 
support of the Australian and New 
South Wales governments, which 
have defined it as a project of national 
significance. 

EnviroMission plans to build 
the tower in remote Buronga district 
in New South Wales. The district is 
near the border with Victoria state 
and is 15 miles northeast of Mildura 
town. 

It will generate about 650 
gigawatt hours (GWh) a year toward 
Australia's mandated renewable 



energy target, which requires 
electricity retailers to supply 9,500 
GWh of renewable energy a year by 
2010. 

The Electricity Supply 
Association has said $27 billion 
needs to be invested in electricity 
infrastructure during the next two 
decades to meet the country's 
growing demand. Davey said he is 
eager to keep the tower's costs as low 
as possible to ensure its success. 

"We have proved that it does 
work and that it can be built, but what 
we have got to get a handle on is the 
cost and we are working very 
strongly through that now," Davey 
said. 

The tower — originally 
known as the solar chimney — is the 
invention of German structural 
engineers Schlaich Bergerman, who 
constructed a 656-foot high 
demonstration power plant in 
Manzanares, Spain, in 1982. 

The 50 kilowatt plant 
produced electricity for seven years 



and then closed down after having 
proved the technology worked. 
Schlaich Bergerman now works with 
EnviroMission. 

The project has already been 
given clearance by the Civil Aviation 
Safety Authority of Australia and will 
be fitted with high intensity obstacle 
lights to warn aircraft in the area. 

The world's tallest man-made 
structure could soon be towering over 
the Australian outback as part of a 
plan to capitalize on the global push 
for greater use of renewable energy, 
as seen in this undated artists 
rendering.

Since it's a New Year I figured why 
not give the column a face-lift and 
give it a new name. Gone is the Ring 
Rust and in with the job squad. Also 
I now feel that simply reporting on 
rumors that can be found on any half 
decent wrestling web site is a little 
ridiculous because any one of you 
can be reading them on-line at any 
time. I guess I'll just be mentioning 
the leads that actually look like they 
could be going somewhere. 

A good place to begin this first 
column will be to talk about the 
changes that the WWE has 
experienced as of late. Eric Bishoff 
made WCW the better federation for 
almost two years and being the lead 
writer for RAW he has clearly made 
it the more interesting WWE show.

- Northern Light 

I always think of the classic 
LedZepplin track. The Song Remains 
the Same every time I listen to or 
review a techno album. The songs 
may change, but he underlying beat 
really doesn't change much. 

Northern Light is the latest 
release by Covenant who really 
came into the forefront with their last 
album United States of Mind, 
centering on the lyrics more than the 
music as the band continues on this 
album.

Many people first hearing 
this band may think that they are 
listening to either Eddie Vedder or 
Gavin Rossdale, but frontman 
Shaun Morgan really nails their 
sound with distinctive vocals that 
define the group, but also pay 
tribute to the masters of grunge. 

There isn't a single track on 
this album that isn't good. Gasoline 
and Needles are the two tracks that 
will really grab people and drag 
them from their Theory of a Nickel- 
Creed coma and force them to listen 
to something real. The lyrics aren't 
positive and the songs are 
distinctive.

This group is arguably one of the 
greatest rock groups of all time. 

Their latest release. Queen - 
The Platinum Collection, consists of 
the three previously released Queen 
Greatest Hits discs released at 
different points during and after 
Queen's legendary run. There isn*t 
a song you can name by Queen that 
isn't on these CDs som.ewhere. The 
three CDs combined contain a total 
of 51 tracks. 

Disc One contains the 
mainstream hits from early in their 
career. It features the hits We Are the 
Champions, We Will Rock You, 
Bohemian Rhapsody and Another 
One Bites the Dust. For many people 
this is the extent of their Queen 
knowledge, but this disc will lead 
them further into tracks like Killer 
Queen, Fat Bottom girls. Bicycle 
Race, Crazy Little Thing Called 
Love, Somebody to Love, You 're My 
Best Friend and the title song from 
the campy 70*s movie Flash, Just 
this disc is a great introduction into 
the world of Queen, but for the true 
fans, there is so much more. 

Disc Two features some of the 
later hits by the group, leading into 
the 1980's with hits like A Kind of 
Magic, Radio Ga-Ga, Under 
Pressure, The Show Must Go On, 
Innuendo, I Want it All and the lead 
song to the hit movie The 
Highlander, Who Wants to Live 
Forever. Many fans of the movie 
series don't know this, but the entire 
soundtrack to Highlander was taken 
from the Queen catalogue of hits. 

In the early 90's Disc's 1&2 
were put together as a double disc set 
that many people purchased, but for 
the true fan, something was still 
missing. The set contained some of 
their biggest hits, but it seemed to 
centre on just mainstream hits. So a 
few years ago the third disc in this 
collection was released titled 
Queen+f Greatest Hits HI. It was 
this disc that summed up the entire 
career of both Queen and Freddie. 

Disc Three features some of 
their bigger hits performed by Queen 
with guests like Elton John, David 
Bowie, George Michael and a great 
remix of Another One Bites the Dust 
featuring Wyclef Jean. The disc also 
features Freddie at his best singing 
the operatic Barcelona and Las 
Palabras de Amor. I dare anyone to 
listen to these two tracks and not be 
affected by Freddie's vocals. 

Queen, The Platinum

The Rise and Fall of 

Ziggy Stardust and the 

Spiders from Mars 

This album is often 
considered the greatest '^concept 
album" of all time, and is a major 
influence for some of today's top 
acts. For those of you who aren't 
quite sure what a concept album may 
be» it is merely when an album tells 
a story. 

Some of you may view the 
Beatles' '*Sgt. Peppers Lonely Hearts 
Club Band" as the greatest 
achievement in this type of 
endeavour. You're right, to an extent. 
The Beatles did indeed create a 
masterpiece with Sgt. Pepper's, but 
what they did is create the concept 
of a different band coupled with 
songs that those characters in Sgt. 
Pepper's Lonely Hearts Club Band 
would have recorded. That was in 
1967; five years later, Bowie released 
his vision of a concept album. "The 
Rise and Fall of Ziggy Stardust and 
the Spiders from Mars" picks up 
where the Beatles left off. Here, 
Bowie creates new a band and new 
persona for himself, which are The 
Spiders from Mars and Ziggy 
Stardust, respectively. This is where 
he expands on the idea: he does 
indeed have the songs that the 
character of Ziggy records, but he 
also has those songs tell a story, albeit 
in a slightly muddled fashion. This 
story happens to be about how the 
character of Ziggy Stardust flees his 
home planet which is destroying 
itself, winding up on Earth, where his 
musical ability makes him a rock star. 
As I'm sure you guessed from the 
title, the fame goes to his head and 
ends up consuming him.

Track One: Five Years 

The album opens with an 
ominous drum beat which slowly 
reveals a doomed planet. Through a 
minimalist approach to the song 
involving occasional strumming of a 
guitar and a sparse piano track, 
Bowie - herein referred to as Ziggy 
- takes you on a walk around his 
homeland, revealing the chaos that 
comes with a failing world. 
Suspicions lead the listener to believe 
that this is a subtle commentary on 
Earth. Subtle for the time, but not 
now. Still, it's a great intro to the 
album. 

Track Two: Soul Love 

The scene shifts from the 
chaos of urban centers to a cemetery 
where a mother grieves for her lost 
son who died for the wrong reasons. 
The difficulty of dealing with 
something beautiful and new in a 
time of crisis comes through expertly 
in this song. From there, the song 
starts to take shape with the classic 
Bowie horns and simple yet effective 
guitar work. The song really 
increases in intensity the further it 
goes; if only more of today's 
derivative bands would listen to what 
a truly innovative song sounds like. 

Track Three: Moonage Daydream 

"I'm an alligator / I'm a mama 
papa comin for you", I have no idea 
what this means, but it's the first line 
of one of the best songs on this 
album. Bowie's light piano work in 
the intro leads into some more 
minimalist guitar work to explain the 
coming of Ziggy to Earth. First met 
by confusion, he is then met by 
wonder at the sounds he brings to the 
planet. It also explores the idea of 
having your mind blown by 
something new; whether Bowie 
meant drugs or not is unknown, but 
I'm pretty sure you're guessing the 
same thing I am. Some truly good 
work from Bowie as he tinkers a bit 
with psychadelia. 

Track Four: Starman 

Straight from the headlines of 

the early 1970s, this is a song about 

youth empowerment. The thinly 

veiled dieme here is the idea of Ziggy 

being so incredible in his 

music - including his 

messages 




involving the importance of a youth 
voice - that it inspires the children 
across the world to "boogie". Some 
more simple guitar work here, which 
is not to say that Bowie is a bad 
musician, but like most of your 
friends who can play guitar will tell 
you, a lot of great songs are the 
easiest to play. Ask Bob Dylan. Also, 
minimalist music was a welcome 
departure for the day. 

Track Five: It Ain *t Easy 

I'm not saymg that Bowie is 
bisexual, although it's one of a series 
of rumor that have been sprinkled 
throughout his career, including the 
one about his wife catching him in 
bed with Mick Jagger — that's 
another story altogether. What is 
interesting though is that this song 
sounds as if - assuming the rumors 
are true - Bowie is struggling with 
Religion and Sexual Preference. 
Europe is a very Roman Catholic 
area, especially in England. Back 
then, the idea of homosexuals being 
sinners was still thought of as a 
matter-of-fact statement, whereas 
nowadays, people are more 
understanding. But the line "It ain't 
easy / It ain't easy / It ain't easy to 
get to heaven when you're goin 
down" conjures up a feeling that 
Bowie might be trying to say more 
about himself than Ziggy's career. 
Ziggy being a sexually ambiguous 
character - more on that later - makes 
this a viable understanding of the 
song. A strong musical backing 
makes this song a highlight on the 
album. 

Track Six: Lady Stardust 

Being a time of Glam-Rock, 
make-up on male singers was the call 
of the day. Ziggy's thin stature and 
the reference to him as "Lady 
Stardust" gives the listener an idea 
that there may be some sexual 
ambiguity there. The song is a very 
strong piano piece, a bittersweet love 
song about how fans of both genders 
are completely enamoured with the 
singer, but he just sings his dark and 
gloomy songs because of his inability 
to love. This is a subtle view on the 
ambiguity issue. 

Track Seven: Star 

Here is where it starts to go 
downhill for our lead character. 
Tasting success for the first time, 
Ziggy realizes how great the "good 
life" really is, and his desire to be part 
of this even extends as far as to be 
able to buy love. Making himself 
out to be more than he is within his 
mind, his ego starts to grow, even 
thinking that people going off to war 
can be made happy simply by his 
music. The ever-popular God 
complex starts to emerge. In a song 
that could be compared to current 
pop-punk on a mellow tip, Ziggy 
shows that he is no longer as 
benevolent as when he started. 

Track Eight: Hang Onto Yourself 

A rarity for the time, this track 
features rhythmic talking over fast- 
paced guitar work mixed with 
melodic choruses which shows a 
creativity that was substantial for the 
time. Ziggy really starts to push his 
career to the limits, so much so that 
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he starts to take for granted what they 
as a band can truly accomplish, A 
quick little song that seems to fizzle 
out just as it sounds as if it was getting 
good. Could this be foreshadowing 
of Ziggy's career? 

Track Nine: Ziggy Stardust 

An interesting aspect of 
Bowie's work on this album is that 
he not only writes from the 
perspective of Ziggy, but also from 
the perspective of other characters 
that Ziggy encounters. This song is 
a tale of displeasure and 
disappointment in Ziggy from his 
band the Spiders from Mars. In the 
song - a classic that should be heard 
at least once by anyone who has even 
a passing interest in rock music - the 
Spiders from Mars are disgusted with 
Ziggy's apathy towards the music 
and his embracing of his fame and 
ego. They ponder whether a physical 
course of action would be the right 
thing to do, but in the end it is only 
talk. Could this be foreshadowing 
of Bowie's career? Unfortunately, 
yes. 

Track Ten: Suffragette City 

Suffrage being the right for 
women to vote, this not-so-clever 
reference is about Ziggy's stay in a 
city where he was consumed by 
excess, and as a result his career has 
gone straight down the crapper. A 
song that shows off Bowie's ability 
to create a connection between the 



listener and the character. A very 
scary situation for Ziggy to be in 
results in a frantic song using a quick 
beat and abandons the minimalist 
approach. 

Track Eleven: Rock 'n* Roll Suicide 

In this song of redemption, we 
find a mellow Ziggy realizing he's 
wasted the opportunity given to him. 
He finally understands his station in 
life, that he was meant to connect 
with everyone by helping them with 
their pain. Who better to understand 
the pain of others than someone who 
has lost everything they have ever 
known. This great acoustic song ends 
with power that reflects the profound 
discovery that Ziggy has made. 
Another great track, and a perfect 
way to end the album. 

In the end, this album really 
portrays the very best of glam-rock 
and, at the same time, concept 
albums. If you do decide to pick up 
this album, there's been a SO'*" 
anniversary edition released, 
including demos and b-sides from the 
era. A really great buy if you want to 
drop the cash. 

If I had to say just one thing 
to someone about this album, it is 
simply that Bowie uses so many 
different influences and styles that no 
one song can even come close to 
sounding like the others. Bowie put 
himself on the map with this album.

Jordin 's older brother 
Terence was also a hockey 
player for the Roanoke Express of the 
East Coast Hockey League, and was 
the first player of Inuit descent to play 
hockey at the professional level. 
Upon the excitement and anticipation 
of a great year and the invitation to 
the Norfolk Admiral's of the AHL 
(American Hockey League), both 
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Tootoo - Breaking Through to

Terence and Jordin decided to go out 

for dinner to celebrate with dinner 

and drinks. After dinner, both 

brothers parted their separate ways 

for the night. Jordin decided to spend 

the night at a friends house while 

Terence drove back to the billet house 

he was staying at. On his way home, 

Terence 

was pulled 

over by the 

RCMPand 

charged 

for driving 

under the 

influence, 

and his 

truck was 

impounded. 
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Hockey.. The Canadian Way! 
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Terence was to meet his brother and 
his coach for a workout in 
preparation for the Admiral's training 
camp. Jordin, noticing Terence's 
absence, went looking for his 
brother. After failing to find Terence 
at the end of the day, Jordin reported 
his brother missing to the RCMR 

Two days after being picked 
up for drinking and driving, RCMP 
officers found Terence Toootoo dead 
with a 12 gauge shotgun where he 
lay. A note was left for his brother. 
According to RCMP officer Sgt. 
Affleck, the note said "Do well Jor. 
Go all the way. Take care of the 
family. You are the man. Ter" 

His loss not only affected the 
Express hockey team because they 
now needed to replace a centerman, 
but as a loss of the great man Terence 
was. Many teammates and coaches 
from the team said in interviews that 
Terence was loved by everyone and 
was often thought of more off the ice 
because of his personality than on the 
ice. 

Terence Tootoo, who in 65 
games, racked up 9 goals and 16 
assists, with 218 penalty minutes, left 
his brother to fill in his footsteps of 
making it in hockey as an Inuit 
player. It is obvious in Jordin 
Tootoo 's aggressive play that he has 
the ambition to work hard and do 
well. We can only hope that the 
young star makes it all the way and 
hopefully we will see him in an NHL 
uniform before too long. After the 
loss he has sustained from the death 
of his brother Tootoo has come 
through and made himself noticed. 
He is beginning to live out his 
brother's wishes and I for one hope 
the Tootoo Train makes a big impact 
in hockey for many years to come. 



Game of the month - Legends Of UlrestUng II

Most of you out there aren't 
really going to be surprised by what 
type of game that I have selected to 
be the game of the month because it 
is a wrestling game and yes, I am the 
wrestling article guy. But before you 
simply stop reading and flip to 
something else, hear me out. 

Acclaim has made its in-ring 
return with this soon-io-be-classic hit 
for all three major gaming systems. 
Legends of Wrestling II will have the 
avid wrestlmg fan salivatmg at the 
chance to become classic wrestlers 
that made us love sports 
entertainment, while the more 
passive fan will no doubt appreciate 
seeing their old favorites in a game. 

To begin with, 1 should let you 
know that there are an amazing 65 
different wrestlers to choose from. 
Ok, we all know that you can't just 
be any of them. Some of the 
characters are locked away or hidden 
and you have to release them either 
through a certain type of match or 
during your career mode. Obviously 
I can't list all of the 65 names but I 
can give you some of the ones that 
made this game stand out from all of 
the other wrestling games on the 
shelf. Just to give you a few there 



are Koko B Ware, King Kong Bundy, 
Iron Sheik, Ricky "the Dragon" 
Steamboat, Ted DiBiase, Tito 
Santana, Big John Studd, Bret 
"Hitman" Hart, Andre the Giant, 
Roddy Piper, Hulk Hogan. There are 
even great tag teams like fhe Road 
Warriors and the British Bulldogs. To 
top things off, included in the 65 
characters are managers such as 
Bobby **the Brain" Heenan and 
Jimmy Hart. What more could a 
wrestling fan ask for? 

As for match type, this game 
comes fully loaded. New to any 
game are the 6-man and 8-man 
elimination style matches. Want to 
run your own Survivor Series type 
of match-up? You can, with 8 classic 
stars. There are also cage, ladder and 
table matches. Sure, these have been 
in every game that has ever been 
created but this cage match is very- 
different. You don't only have to 
climb out of the cage. In Legends of 
Wrestling II, you have the 
opportunity to beat the cage door 
down and climb out to the floor. 

There is something very 
unique in this game as well. There is 
the S 15 000 Body Slam Challenge 
against Big John Studd. Anyone 
remember that one? One of the 
anchors of the individual matches is 



the tag team tournament. You pick 
two wrestlers and face off against 15 
other teams in order to attain the tag 
team championship. That's right, a 
16 team tournament! What other 
game has this? 

The best feature of the game 
by far is the career mode. Remember 
all of the WWE games where you'd 
be stuck watching a boring animation 
where the mouths move but you have 
to read what's happening? I do, and 
believe me those days are gone. 
When you select the career mode you 
choose the wrestler that you want to 
compete as. By the way, there are 4 
different costumes per wrestler to 
choose from and they can be 
switched after every match. Once 
you have picked your guy you must 
battle your way throughout the USA 
in 5 different regions. Each region 
has it's own promoter (boss) and you 
have to keep them happy in order to 
get a title shot for that region. Do 
the math. You must win 5 regional 
championship belts before even 
making it to the world championship 
circuit. I am anxious to see what this 
world circuit is called because 
gaming fans will remember that the 
WWE took their gaming rights to 
THQ while the old WCW remained 
with Acclaim. All of the games 



wrestling theme music will sound 
familiar to WCW fans as well as the 
ring announcer's voice. I have a 
feeling that I will be headed for the 
WCW or something close to that 
nature when I hit the world circuit. 

Anyone that has played 
WrestleMania X-8 was surely 
disappointed with the create-a- 
wrestler mode. Well you won't be 
disappointed here but you will be 
confused. Confused in a good way 
though as there are so many different 
options to choose from. I would 
compare the mode to those of the 
WWE's THQ games but with even 
more to choose from. For example, 
I was looking at the finishing move 
options and there are 37 pages of 
finishing moves. Each page of 
finishing moves is one screen. It is 
fully loaded. 

What I really truly love about 
match play can be summed up in two 
words; weapons and blood. If you 
are having a tough time against your 
opponent you can climb to the 
outside, reach under the ring and pull 
out a number of randomly assigned 
weapons. You can beat your 
opponent down in or outside of the 
ring and the referees don't DQ you 
because there aren't any DQs in 
Legends of Wrestling II. Oh yeah. 



the referees always change too so you 
won't have to look at the same one 
over and over again. 

The best feature in this game 
has to be the blood option. For all of 
you weak at heart gamers it can be 
turned off so as not to offend anyone 
but for hardcore junkies like myself 
it is the greatest thing going. You can 
either bust your opponent open by 
smashing him in the head with a 
weapon or by just beating the living 
snot out of him. Either way, when 
the blood flies» it literally flies. If 
your opponent is bleeding when you 
hit him the blood splatters 
everywhere. The more intense the 
hit the bigger the splatter. The 
greatest thing about it is that the 
blood remains on the ring where it 
lands. It doesn't fade away, it doesn't 
disappear, and it stays right where it 
is. It is very possible to have a blood 
soaked ring at the end of your match. 
Finally, a game that is fun at all levels 
of play. 

I recommend this game to all 
wrestling fans. Forget about THQ 
and their WWE games for now. Pick 
up Legends of Wrestling II today and 
relive what got you interested in 
wrestling in the first place. 
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
